Quesec, Nov, 3,—At a mooting held last 
night to take into consideration the verdict 
of tho jury in the case of the Queen y. Lo- 
pine, the following resolutions were passed ; 
Moved by Hon. M. Thaibaudeau, and sec:

That in the opinion of this meeting it was 
clearly established at the investigation upon 
tho North-West affairs, held before a Commit. 
teo of the House of Commons at tho last ses- 
sion of the Parliament of Canada, that a full 
and completo amnesty was promised to all 
those implicated in tho troubles of 1869 and 
1870, in the name of Her Majesty the Queen 
and in the name of the’ then Government of 
Canada ; that that Government in not carry 
ing out their obligation failed to discharge 
their duty and gravely compromised the good 
name of Canada, and that the Federal Govern- 
ment be solicited to secure to tho parties im- 
plicated in the North-West troubles of 1869 
and 1870, the anmesty and full pardon pro- 
mised them,

Telegraphic communications has been 
out off for six days, in consequonce of 
prairie fires and sloet storms, 

Lopine was sentenced on Wednesday to 
be hang on the 29th of January next. The 
Judge addressed him solemuly and with 
feeling, drawing sympathy and tears from 
the crowd which filled the courtroom. Le- 
pine received his sontence, like the verdict 
of the jury, with studied indifference, No 
hope of a reprieve was hold out to him. A 
new trial was rofusod. 

Andro Nault’s trial for the murder of 
Scott commenced o Thursday, and closed 
on Monday afternoon, The Jury failed 
to agree. Seven wore for conviction, and 
five for acquittal. Tho evidence was near- 
ly the same as in the Lepine case. Ander, 
son testified to seeing the shooting of Scott, 
and that Nault areppse the handkerchief 
at the firing party. Ruy, George H, Young 
testified to finding rope in box, Scott 
suppposed to haye been buried,

Lord Dorby thus replied at longth., Ho 
said ; Ido not know that wo over roovived 
a deputation in whose viows wo so ontiroly 
concur, Your case is in substanco accoodod 
to absolutely and ontiroly. Wo agreo with 
you on tho main point, that in ovory nogoti- 
ation of this kind it is tho daty of the Goyorn~ 
miont to seo that Bal at trado and commorco 
aro not placed at a ¢ isadvantago as compared 
with thoso of foreign countrios. Wo should 
fail most grossly in our duty if for any consid- 
oration whatover wo allowed the imposition 
of a differontal duty against our own manu- 
facturing ; that never was our intention, Thero 
is nothing in the proposed Treaty, as wo une 
derstand it, leading to that conclusion.

through Thrace, Mucedonia and Eprius 
into Achaia ; and at tho City of Patra in 
tho last named region, to hayo suffered 
martyrdon about 70 A, D. Tho Roman 
proconsul, it is said, caused him to bo first 
scourged and then crucified, The latter 
punishment ho underwont in a peculiar 
manner, being fastoned by cords instead of 
of nails to tho cross, to produce a lingering 
death by hungor and thirst ; whilst the in- 
strament of punishmont itself, instead of 
boing T shaped was in tho form of an X, or 
what is tormed a cross deoussato, Wo are 
further informed that a christian lady of 
‘rank, named maximolia, caused the body of 
St, Andrew to bo embalmed and honor 
ably interred ; and that in the earlier part 
of the fourth contury, it was removed by 
tho Emporor Constantine to Byzantium, or 
Constantinople, whore it was deposited in 
achurch erected in honor of the ‘Twelve 
Apostles. The history of the relics docs 
not end here, for we are informed that 
about thirty yoars aftor tho death of Cony 
stantine, in 368 A, D., a pious Greek monk 
named Regulus or Rule, conveyed the rex 
mains of St, Andrew to Scotland, and there 
deposited them on the castorn coast of Fife 
where he built a church, and where afters 
wards arose the renowned city and cathen 
dral of St. Andrews. Whatovor credit may 
be attached to this legend, it is certain 
that St. Andrew has been regarded, from 
time immemorial, as the patron saint of 
Scotland ; and his day, the 30th of Nov~ 
ember, is a favorite occasion social and na~ 
tioual reunion, amid Scotchmen residing in 
England and other places abroad.
